GREAT BRITAIN. 

The President's message had been received by the 
packet ship Independence.

The Real Net Revenue of the Post■ Office.— The! 
net revenue, as staled in the annual finance account, 
prepared in the post-office, and issued by the treasu¬ 
ry, is £600,000 a year ; notwithstanding which, a 
return was made to parliament in April last, show¬ 
ing a’Ioss of £80,000 a year. Mr. Hill immediately 
denounced this return as fallacious, but Mr. Goul- 
bourn, preferring the authority of the post-office, 
emphatically stated in parliament, that the post- 
offieedid not defray its expenses. The validity of 
the return was made the subject of investigation be¬ 
fore the postage committee, in the course of which 
Col. Maberly, who, by-the-by, signed the return in 
question, admitted that it was an estimate, not,, as it 
purported to be, a return of ascertained Facts, and 
that it was wrong in nearly every item ; finally, he 
said, “ As I have stated over and over again, look¬ 
ing at it as regards the post-office revenue now, 
compared with what the post-office revenue was 
before 'the penny post, the surplus of increase over 
expenditure, is somewhere about £600,000.”— Lon¬ 
don Globe.

SPAIN. 

Otjr accounts from Madrid, of the 27th ultimo, at 
nounce the first step towards the attempt to govet 
absolutely. M. Gonzalez Bravo, read on that day 
to the Senate, and. M. Mayans, the minister of jus¬ 
tice, in the same terms, read to the Chamber ofRe- 
puties, the following royal decree :— 

I, Isabel II. using the powers granted to me by the 
i article of the constitution, and in compliance with 
the advice of my council of ministers, have decreed the 
following : The sittings of the Cortes in the present legis-1 
lature, are suspended.” 

This step is said to have been adopted on the 26th, 
and kept a profound secret until its communication 
to the Chambers. The government, 
determined—1st, to levy, without the legislative 
sanction, the supplies necessary for the wants of 
the government; secondly, to publish a decree on 
iheAyuntamientos and the provincial deputation, and 
another on the organization of the national guards : 
and, thirdly, having accomplished those objects 
to convoke again the Cortes, and demand from 
them a bill of’indemnity, and an approbation of 
measures, which they had considered it a duty to 
rdopt for the welfare of the country. Should the 1 
Cortes refuse to sanction them, they are to be imme¬ 
diately dissolved. 

Olozaga has escaped to Portugal, where he has 
been well received. Ex-Queen Christina is proba¬ 
bly at the bottom of the movements at Madrid, and 
may he presumed to be acting in concert with Louis 
Phillippe.

MEXICO. 

A Mr. Colburn has arrived at St. Louis, Missouri, 
from Santa Fe, and gives a fain ter account than the 
preceding, of the disaffection of the inhabitants oi 
New Mexico.

Four hundred soldiers, under the command of Don 
Martinez, were to leave Chihuahua for Santa Fe, on 
the 6th. to guard the port of Santa Fe, and prevent 
smuggling. 

The Americans have been treated with great 
spect this season by Govfenor Armijo and his peo¬ 
ple. Two men, one named Fincher, and the other 
Wilson, were arrested in Santa Fe during the sum¬ 
mer, and convicted of counterfeiting doubloons. 
They were sentenced to have their right hand cut 
off, but the governor granted them a reprieve from 
the sentence, on the condition that they left the city 
in three days, and the country within ten days. If 
found in the country after that time, the septencel 
was to be executed. ’ They are said to be from the 
upper part of this State.’ Their counterfeits were 
well executed, and contained about $7 of pure gold. 

Nearly all of the companies of traders from Mis- 
. uri had reached Santa Fe before Mr. C. left, but 
had suffered a good deal on the way. Thirteen 
Spaniards died on the way—twelve of them from 
fever and ague. They were out 106 days, and some 
of the sick were still on the road. The Mexican 
traders had one hundred and fifty wagons ; Connelly, 
and Glasgow had forty-two, and Armijo fifty-two.

MOROCCO. . 

A private letter from-Tangier, dated the 11th of 
December, records the opinions of a French officer, 
tow acting as political agent to his government, 
he state of affairs in North Africa.

France could go to Constantine in four days, she 
could go from the Algerine territory to Morocco or 
Fez, in as short a time.

The 
agent believes that England supplied the emperor

HOLLAND. 

Death of King. William Frederick the Third .— 
The ex-king of Holland, count of Nassau, died sud¬ 
denly, at Berlin, athalf-pasLS o’clock, in the morning 
of the 12th of December. He had been engaged 
.business that morning, and was found by his a 
de-camp, sitting in his own chair, struck by a fit of| 
apoplexy, and apparently dead. All the attempts 
which were immediately made to recover his — 
jesty, proved fruitless. The deceased prince 
born in the year 1772, and was therefore at 

of his death, in the 71st year of his age. He 
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married, in 1791, the daughter of Frederick William 
II. of Prussia ; and his eldest son is the present King 
of Holland, who was born in 1772. In his favor the 
late king abdicated, when he resolved to contract a 
morganatic marriage with the Countess D’Oultte- 
mont, a Belgian, and a Catholic, who succeeds to 
one-half his immense fortune of £12,000,000 'ster¬ 
ling. The present king married in 1816, the daugh¬ 
ter of the Emperor Paul of Russia, by whom he 
has four children.

never before so abundant, brilliant and rare. 
But great as is the pleasure thus afforded to the fan¬ 
cy and the taste, it bears no comparison with the 
high satisfaction conveyed to the heart. Not one of 
these brilliant and beautiful trifles, not one of these 
elaborate and useful articles, but is an emblem of| 
the humane feeling, of the religious sense of dun 
of the reverence for justice and freedom, above al . 
of that noblest virtue, the fidelity of the heart that 
offers, it to the cause of the slave’s deliverance. 
Truly to appreciate this exalted fidelity, i 
know the history of the last ten years, with all their 
trials and temptations. Fully to estimate the strength 
of soul which has remained thus faithful, one must 
be aware of the position of the abolitionists during 
that time; crushed as only the good grain can be, 
between the upper and the nether millstones of so¬ 
cial and ecclesiastical institutions, whose machinery 
is worked and regulated by slavery. Even if it be- 
their mission to be crushed, that so the people so 
long fed on husks, may at length receive the truth 
which can alone make free ; are theirs the souls to 
shrink from duty because it is severe and painful ? 
It is sorely well worth alife, to save a race from sla¬ 
very, a land from disgrace, a people from ruin ; to 
save from extinction the conservative principles of 
right, and love, and truth ; and may God strengthen 
them, at whatever cost or consequence, for the ful¬ 
fillment of such high duty evermore ! 

How little can the mere careless beholder appre¬ 
ciate the cost of the consequences or even this finan-1 
cial effort to those who have made it. Only the ini¬ 
tiated in anti-slavery labors can comprehend the sa¬ 
crifice of feeling, the conflict of soul which has at¬ 
tended it. There is not a woman our broad New 
England through, who has toiled at midnight by the 
feeble light of her well-saved lamp, to produce these 
exquisite works which you so much admire, who hat 
not done it at a sacrifice of which you can form nr 
idea, unless you also have been an abolitionist. She 
was one looked up to as a pious and influential mem¬ 
ber of her church; a superintendent, it maybe, of 
the Sabbath instruction of the youth of her parish 
“ a mother in Israel.” She took a forward step it 
her religious experience, and became more worthy 
Of respect, and influence, and confidence; she strove 
/ice the principles she heard and taught, and she 
on. found at how great a cost to themselves per¬ 
sons leave the world better than they found it. Her 
brother and sister church-members feel reproached 
by her endeavors to be more true to God and hu¬ 
manity than the church and the ministry have hith¬ 
erto been. Her minister is in association with his 
brethren to dry up, if possible, by both public and 
private ministration, every fount of sympathy for 
the cause of freedom which is springing up. He 
told her that Garrison was an infidel. The asser¬ 
tion did but prove himself the foe of the cause, and 
awakened her mind to inquire into the ecclesiastical 
reasons for circulating a calumny so groundless.

So specious a fallacy 
might have produced some impression, had she 
known the hatred of him who opposed it to a 
slavery truth. But that knowledge made her pause 1 
io examine; and examination showed her that to 
change the law-makers was not, necessarily, 
change the hearts of the people, while to change 
the hearts of the people mis necessarily to abolish 
slavery.

third party, is indeed cheering to all who remember 
theslaves as in bonds with them. 

Our joy ought indeed to be great in the aid 

ive, when we consider the amount of the hostility 
and the variety of the obstacles through which it 
reaches us. Our love of beauty, and our admiration 
of elegance and industry, are highly gratified by the 
sight of the beautiful and useful things that come 
pouring in from Lynn, Nantucket, New-Bedford, 
Weymouth, West Roxbury, Plymouth, Andover, 
Abington, Stoneham, Duxbury, Hingham, Roxbury, 
Newburyport, Salem, Dedham, Medfield, Warren, 
Leominster, Lunenburg, Concord, Milton, Quincy. 
Boylston, Taunton, Brookfield, Leicester, North¬ 
ampton, Hudson, (N. Y.) Newtown, (Pennsylvania,) 
Dorchester, Bedford, Townsend, Hanover, Fairhaven, 
and from many other towns, not to mention at pre- 
sent the labors of Boston, or the admired contribu¬ 
tions of our friends in Europe.

Notice, for the cause’s sake, the impressive mot¬ 
toes wreathed with evergreen, which grace the enta- 
blature of each door and window. These are the 
words which are sinking deep into a nation’s heart; 
and they are worthy to be the watchwords of a no¬ 
bler generation than this, our slaveholding one. 
"Hide the outcast!” “ Per "ardua lihari!” “ Fac 
t Spera !”. “ Remember them that are in bonds!” 
Craignez Honte !” “ Nihil alienum humani!” 

Spes mea in Deo!” “Work and despair not!” 
Over the doors of entrance, the mottoes of the Li¬ 
berator and the Standard are conspicuous. “My 
country is the world—my countrymen are all man¬ 
kind ;” and “without concealment—without com¬ 
promise.” In each pier hang the banners that bear 
the heart-stirring thoughts of our living:—the sa¬ 
cred words of our dead;—words that are yet in¬ 
stinct with their spirit, and which are of power to 
strengthen the hearts to whom they left this battle 
for the right as a heritage. Let no man think that 
it will not be valiantly and successfully fought out. 
Trusted and dear are those who bear its banners, but 
he conflict never slackens when they are removed ; 
if any shrink, the indignant host rushes over them; 
and they who fall in the armor of right and truth, 
become in very deed-the leaders of the spirits of those 
they leave in the thick of the battle. Springing out 
of the deepest feelings and convictions of our being, 
a cause like this can never die away. These are the 
inspiring words of our departed Follen, on the ban¬ 
ner above the name—“West Roxbury,” and the 
motto “ Work and despair not.” “ Shall a repub¬ 
lic,” he said—(he, the exile from despotic lands for 
i he sake of freedom)—“Shall a republic be less free 
than a monarchy? Shall the free United States, 
which could not brook the bondage of a king, cradle 
the bondage that a king has abolished'?” Beside; 
this floats the declaration of our living Garrison. 

“ I am in earnest—I will not equivocate—I will not | 
excuse—I will not retreat a single inch—and I will! 
be heard !” And hast thou not been heard, brave, 
true heart? Ay ! by the whole generation of the 
living: and remote posterity shall never hear those 
words, and think of the perilous hour when they 
were spoken, without feeling that “ keener rush of 
blood" that bears the soul onward to deeds of holier 1 
devotedness. How many are the faces venerable 
and beautiful, that seem to our memories still fairer 


and more venerable through the mists of death, that 
ie no more in these scenes which their presence 
made joyful; of. some the names have from 
some accidental cause been heard far and wide, 
while others lived and died noless devotedly; 

'* But the world knew not then, 

Not then, nor ever, what true hearts had fled : 

Yet these are they that on the souls of men 
Come back when, night her folding veil hath spread. 

The long remembered dead !” 

On each of these numerous banners floats the 
trong thought of some heroic soul, from those but 
late departed, or yet numbered with our living band, 
to the high heart with which we feel our kindred 
told of in Hebrew chronicles, who banded the hosts 
together for the maintenance of right, crying “ God 
himself is with us for our captain !” 

Here, beneath the banner bearing the facsimile of 
the famous Philadelphia bell, cast before therevolu- 
! with this inscription, Proclaim liberty through- 
all the land unto all the inhabitants thereof ;” 
you may find our anti-slavery annual, “ the Liberty 
Bell,” now for the fifth time issued. The abolition¬ 
ists are, for the most part, rather doers and thinkers 
iha.n writers; yet here are many pages excellent as 
writings, and some still more excellent as testimo¬ 
nies: pages which are actions rather than words, 
for they express the adhesion of the writers to a de¬ 
spised, but most noble and righteous cause. Such 
adhesions are the stuff that the literature of the after 
age is made of, although they cannot claim affinity 
with ihe literature of to-day, for the very reason that 
they must be classed not with letters, but with acts. 

An excellent opportunity is afforded by this publi¬ 
cation, for the dissemination of anti-slavery truth in 
fields generally too much neglected; and who can 
calculate the good effect of the same truth so va¬ 
riously staled ? Arrows are to be found in this 
quiver, of every size and weight. "We require the 
name of each contributor; for thus headed, the ar¬ 
row bears the scroll where no chance wind could 
waft it. The pro-slavery circle of each individual 
writer is thus more effectually stirred than it could 
he if thearticle were unaccompanied with thename.* 
Personalities, forever! we say ; for what, in fact, is 
truth? It is practically a statement made by per¬ 
sons to persons, regarding persons for the benefit of 
persons; or it is an abstraction, undeserving the 
This should be remembered by those who 
censure, in the abolitionists, as “ severely and unne- 
tessarily personal,” what is, in reality, truly philo- 
lophical, and indeed, unavoidable. 

But a small edition of the Liberty Bell was print¬ 
ed for the Fair, and it was so rapidly disposed of, 

■ hat it will soon he difficult to get a copy. It is to 
be found only at the Anti-Slavery Office,25 Cornhill. 

A walk round the hall, if we can find time for it, 
would show us how deeply our effort is indebted to 
the Friends of England, Scotland, and Ireland.— 
Those beautiful water-color sketches of Nonnes- 
worth, Johannesberg, Rolandsec, &c. are from Ma¬ 
ry Carpenter, daughter of the highly-esteemed Lant 
Carpenter, of England. They are the fruits of her 
exquisite taste during a tour on the Rhine; and 
they are all purchased while we are admiring them. 
Louk at the contributions from Dublin, and thank 
the generous hearts of Anne and Richard Allen—of 
the daughters of thebeloved Richard Haugbton, and 
of our brother, R. D. W ebb, and family. From how 
many towns in Ireland have beautiful and generous 
contributions been offered ! They are but in few 
instances the offerings of wealth ; but how excel¬ 
lent are the taste, the ingenuity, and industry here 
displayed. How just are the perceptions of the 
beautiful here indicated 1 So also of the contribu¬ 
tions from Cork, and Scotland, which arrived in the 
midst of the Fair, and were swept off at once by 
a throng of purchasers. Here is one contribution, 
at once elegant and useful—a very expensive foot¬ 
brush, for a hall door, made of the Irish bog-oak. 

“ A gift,” as the inscription testifies, “ from the work- 
len of the Messrs. Vartan’s manufactory, to the 
Massachusetts Anti-Slavery Bazaar, Boston.” Can 
one look sit such proofs of remembrance of our cause 
among a people that is itself oppressed, without 
feeling the heart fill with grateful emotion ? The 
time would fail to enumerate all the articles that 
excited admiration and gratitude in the beholders. 
The elaborate hell-pulls, and cushions, and bags, and 
embroidery, and linen, and infants’ clothing, and pa- 
petrie, from Dublin, and Cork, and Wexford, and 
Tralee, and Limerick, and many other towns, and 
ten from Guernsey, which, somehow, seems so 
uch farther off; the shawls, and scarfs, and caps, 
and aprons, and dresses, and dolls’ costume, from 
Glasgow and Edinburgh—the beautiful herbarium, 
the plants from all the classic spots of classic Scot¬ 
land—we cannot fully enumerate, but we shall al¬ 
ways gratefully remember. From places we never 
heard of before, came cheering testimonials that 
they know us for our cause’s sake. From Thelve- 
don and Walthamstow comes aid and encourage- 
~ent, which may the givers find returned, “heaped 
i and running over, into their own bosom.” 

Many gratifying incidents came to dur knowledge 
during this slight inspection of the tables. Here is 
an attractive volume, lettered “Sea Offering.” It 
contains beautifully preserved specimens of our New 
England marine plants, and was sent in at the last 
moment; a highly valued token of interest in the 
cause. Look at the waving ferns from Plymouth, 
beneath the banner which bears the Landing of the 
Pilgrims. This day is the 223d anniversary of their 
landing—the 22d of December; and yet you might 
think it early autumn, if you did not look beyond 
this richly tinted foliage and waving grass, which 
have been preserved to ornament our little festival 
of Freedom. Here, too, are fragments of the Rock, 
for the sentimental geologist, or patriotic antiqua- 
The long-expected Tunbridge ware at length 
arrives; but it is eclipsed by the novelty and beau¬ 
ty of the portfolio-stand beside it, which you arill 
think came from Japan, till you learn that it is a 
monument of the taste and perseverence to be found 
in Watertown. 

Towards the close of the Fair, a whole edition 
of the neatest of all possible little pamphlets, is 
brought in. It is entitled, Ul Poems on Slavery, for 
Christmas. Dedicated to Eliza Lee Follen, and 
published by the author, for the Massachusetts Anti- 
Slavery Fair.” The author allows no name to ac- 
lompany his welcome gift to the cause; but it has 
iince been learned that he is a recent graduate from 
Harvard, who made himself a name there, as a 
scholar, and as a man. It is in no ordinary degree 
a manly and Christian act, in a youth preparing for 
the ministry, to aid the advocates of the slave, at 
the Massachusetts Anti-Slavery Fair; and they 
warmly thank him, and fervently wish him strength 
for the anti-slavery work. There is great truth

“When,” says the author of Elia, “a book is 
both good and rare—where the individual is almost 
the species, and when that perishes^—

* And this with the insufficiency of the funds devoted 
to the publication, is the reason why a few excellent ar¬ 
ticles, for which it was hoped there would be space, 
have not appeared. 
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such a book, for instance, as the “Life of the Duke 
of NEWCASTLE,” by his duchess ;—no casket is < 
rich enough, no casing sufficiently durable to honor 
and keep safe such a jewel. In other passages, Lamb i 
reverts to this book in the same strain ; and there 
it lies, the illustrious folio, under your very hand ; 
probably the only one within a thousand miles of 
you, out of a great public institution, and perhaps 
not to be got for a thousand dollars, unless you seize 
this opportunity of getting it for something less. 
Look at it, for the sake of “ that princely woman, 
the thrice-noble Margaret Newcastle buy it, for 
the sake of the cause, if not as a bibiliopolist. See 
here,.also, the regUlae of Pope Sixtus IV. a very 
rare book, much rarer than was at first, supposed. 
We have no way, by means of books, in this coun¬ 
try, of determining precisely when and where it 
was printed. But it is'believed to be the oldest 
printed book in New England. It is not to be found 
on the catalogues of some of the most valuable li¬ 
braries in Europe. By comparison with such au¬ 
thorities as our own country affords, this book must 
have been published twelve years before the birth 
of Martin Luther, and twenty-one years before the 
discovery of America. Accompanying this, is a work 
of the celebrated Gerson, chancellor of Paris, in the 
fourteenth century, bold and persecuted condemner 
of the unjust death of the Duke of Orleans, at the 
instance of the Duke of Burgundy, deputy to the 
rival Popes Gregory and Benedict, ambassador of 
Charles VI. at the council of Constance; and, alas! 
the powerful opponent of Huss. A work- of St. 
Chrysostom, from the press ofUbric Zell, the printer 
of this book, at least thirty years after this of Ger- . 
son, appears to have been sold in France, in 1811, ( 
for three hundred and sixty-four francs. This book ; 
will become more and more valuable, and an object ] 
of increasing interest with each successive genera- j 
tion; and while we wish, as abolitionists, that it , 
might be sold for the benefit of the anti-slavery trea- , 
sury, we wish, as bibliographers, that it might be 
presented, by the purchaser, to some public library in 
this country, where it will no longer be in danger 
from the accidents which befall private libraries, on 
the breaking up of families. Many other very rare 
books solicit attention; among which,are SirKenelm 
Digby’s Powder of Sympathy; Josselyn’s New Eng¬ 
land Rarities; a copy of the original edition of the 
translation of Clarkson’s Essay; Ancient Scottish 
Songs; Histoire de la Laponie, from the Latin of 
Scheffler; the Paston Letters, &c. 

There has been a brisk little trade kept up in au¬ 
tographs, thanks chiefly to our friends, R. D. and 
Hannah Webb, Andrew Robeson, and Geo. Downes. 
The latter is a member of the Royal Irish Acade¬ 
my, and author of several works, historical and an¬ 
tiquarian ; one of which, “ A Tour in the North of 
Europe,” you will find at the book-table. All these 
friends will be glad to hear, that sixty dollars of the 
receipts of this Fait was the result of their kindness, 
in securing us a supply of autographs. 

A half day might be profitably spent by a slave¬ 
holder,in examining the various devices by which to 
fasten thought upon minds that never before enter¬ 
tained it on the subject of slavery. Even the very 
dolls communicate moral instruction that would be 
sought in vain of many clergymen. One from Scot- • 
land holds a paper towards you, with this inscrip- , 
tion: “Buy me, if you will; there is no sin in it; i 
I am not your fellow-creature.” Another says, “ Sell i 
me, as they dowomen and children in your country. J 
It will be no sin in my case.” This year’s edition ( 
of anti-slavery needle-books can show many pointed : 
things; and under their influence may all the nee¬ 
dles in the country become anti-slavery weapons, i 
This is one of them: “Abolish slavery, or dissolve j 
the Union.” Here is another, from James Russell | 
Lowell; and it well deserves to be a household i 
word: 

“ Let us speak plain; there is more force in names 

Than most men dream of; and a lie may keep 

Its throne a whole age longer, if it skulk 

Behind the shield of some fair-seeming name. 

Let us call tyrants tyrants, and maintain 

That only freedom comes by grace of God, 

And all that comes not by His grace, must fall!” 

Here is a pair of shoes, fit type of third party and 
new organization, with the heel-piece fastened to 
the toe, so that the track shall deceive those on the 
trail of slavery into'thinking that the wearer is ad¬ 
vancing, while he is, in fact, on the retreat. 

Passing from the book-table to the department of 
ladies’ dress, pause a moment to admire these silk 
gloves, from the environs of Dublin, of a new and 
delicate fabric, like nothing so much as the spider’s 
web, in transparent fineness. Slight as they are, 
there has been a threefold benediction in them.— 
The manufacture was established by a benevolent 
lady, whose pecuniary means could not keep pac^ 
with her good wishes. She drew upon her taste 
and invention, to supply the deficiency ; and fifty 
young women, formerly suffering for want of em¬ 
ployment, now obtain a comfortable livelihood,with¬ 
out leaving their parents’ cabins. These gloves are 
worn by the nobility of the united kingdom, for the 
sake of the misery their manufacture alleviates, and 
ordered by our friends, for the sake of the anti-slave¬ 
ry cause, also. Thus this work of love has been 
thrice blessed: to the originator, as every work of 
love ever is, of necessity; to the manufacturer; and 
to the slave. 

The pictures alone, of which the Fair has quite 
an exhibition, have proved very attractive. Side by 
side, hang Dr. Channing and Dr. Griffin ; Washing¬ 
ton and Van Buren; Vandyke’s noble lady of the 
house of Medici,,and the nobler Prudence Crandall; 
Harriet Martineau and George Thompson; who 
with Edward S. Abdy, and Lord Morpeth, are the i 
only English travelers, whose names we recollect, ; 
that passed erect through this crouchihg land, and ; 
gave, on the spot, the same undisguised testimo¬ 
ny in favor of the cause, that other travelers kept i 
back till a more convenient season. Numberless are j 
the travelers who have borne present testimony to 
Methodist abolition—to Baptist abolition—to new 
organization abolition—to political abolition ; but to 
anti-slavery proper,—the truth in lovefor freedom,— 
without parly or sect to back it up, sustained only 
by the very few individuals from each sect and par¬ 
ty, who dare to make their lives a practical rebuke 
to the lives of their pro-slavery associates;—to this 
despised and condemned, but only true thing, of 
which the rest are but the simulacra, how few have 
done meet reverence! 

Let the eye run along the line of scholars, sol¬ 
diers, and statesmen of our American history, and 
gather, if it can, from the,lineaments of Adams, Liv¬ 
ingston, Sedgwick, Van Rensselaer, Dwight, Hamil¬ 
ton, Williams, Jefferson, Madison, Clinton, and many 
others, the knowledge whether these men, had they 
enjoyed the light which has since evolved from the 
agitation of the anti-slavery question, would not 
have long ago repented, even in sackcloth and ashes, 
of the sin which those who wear their mantles yet 
cling to. 

Besides the excellent copies, here is a veritable 
Stuart—Rivington, king’s printer in the colonial 
times. Is it strong republican prejudice that makes 
this, though the work of so great a master, less plea¬ 
sant to look upon than the rest ? Next is placed an 
undoubted Holbein, and at the other end of the line, 
a fine copy by Mr. Douglas, of Philadelphia, of 
Kemble, as Hamlet; while the centre is graced by 
Mr. Pratt’s interesting picture, the breaking of the 
chain. The head of the slave is one of the finest 
things in our collection. 

A most interesting incident at the Fair was the 
appearance of the little child bf nine years old, res¬ 
cued from slavery by the benevolence of Mr. E. G. , 
Loring, and by the conscientious scruples about 
holding a human being as a slave working in the 
mind of the gentleman to whom this child was al¬ 
lotted in process of slaveholding law, in discharge i 
of a debt. Our business with the community is to 
plant and cherish such scruples. The sight of so 
intelligent a child, neatly clothed, learning the al¬ 
phabet of the other children, who visited the Fair, 
instead of running wild and naked upon a Louisiana 
plantation, stimulates every just and feeling heart 
afresh for the abolition of the brutalizing system 
under which 80,000 children are annually born. We i 
have kept a list of all contributors with their dona¬ 
tions, both at home and abroad. We thought to have 
published it, with grateful acknowledgments for the 
sake of THE CAUSE; but we received the same 
request from various quarters, not to publish any 
names of donors, as (unless we could obtain the 
names of all, it would be invidious to do so.) Those 
from whom we have heard personally, shall hear 
from us speedily; and to |hose who have chosen to 
conceal the hand with which they aided us, we pre¬ 
sent this our grateful assurance that we “ hear them 
continually on our hearts before the Lord, although 
we know not their names.” We were gratified to 
see among our visitors this year, an unusual large 
number of gentlemen and ladies of color, and we re¬ 
joice to be able to say that our example is always po¬ 
tent enough to secure for them the respect they de¬ 
serve, even from the most prejudiced of our white 
vistors.•

A large class of thinkers deny that the world 
makes any progress. They say we move in a circle; 
that evils are never conquered, but only change their 
forms. In proof of this doctrine, they remind us 
that the many are now as effectually kept in sub¬ 
jection to the few, by commercial fraud and diplo¬ 
matic cunning, as they once were by sword and bat¬ 
tle-axe. This class of reasoners are uncomfortable 
to the hopeful soul; the more so because they can 
easily bring forward an array of facts, from which, 
in the very nature of the case, it is impossible to 
evolve the good and evil separately, to weigh them 
accurately, and justly determine the results of each 
on the whole destiny of man. These unbelievers 
point to the past, whose records are deeply graven, 
and seen of all men, though they relate only to the 
externals of human history; while those who be¬ 
lieve in perpetual progress, found their faith mainly 
on the inward growth and unwritten history of the 
soul. They see within all events a spiritual essence, 
Subtle, expansive, and noiseless as light; and from 
the roseate gleam resting on the horizon’s edge, they 
predict that the sun will rise to its zenith, and veil 
the whole earth in transfigured glory. 

It is the mission of the prophet to announce, 
rather than to prove ; yet facts are not wanting to 
prove that mankind have made progress. Experi¬ 
ence is not always at discord with hope; perhaps it 
is never so, if we could read history as the Omnis¬ 
cient reads it. Doubtless the world does move in 
circles, and good and evil, reproduced in new forms, 
bear a continual check-and-balance to each other. 
But the circles in which we move, rise in a perpetu¬ 
ally ascending series, and evil will finally be over¬ 
come with good. The very fierceness of the con¬ 
flict shows that this consummation is approaching. 
There never was a time when good and evil, truth 
and falsehood, were at work with such miraculous 
activity. To those who look on the surface, it may 
seem as if the evil and the false were gaining the 
victory, because the evil and the false are always 
more violent and tumultuous than the gopd and the 
tfue. The tornado blusters, and the atmosphere is 
> still; but the atmosphere produces and sustains a 
thousand-fold more than the tornadodestroys. The 
good and the true work for eternity in a golden si¬ 
lence. 

The very uproar of evil, at the present time, is 
full of promise; for all evil must be made manifest, 
that it may be cured. To this end Divine Provi¬ 
dence is continually exerted, both in the material, 
and the spiritual world. If the right proportions of 
the atmosphere are disturbed, the discord manifests 
itself in thunder and lightning, and thus is harmony 
restored. To the superstitious, it sounds like the 
voice of wrath, but it is only Universal Love resto¬ 
ring order to the elements. 

Behind the cause'lies the end ; and that is evil in 
the soul of man. He it is who disturbs the balance 
of the elements, and his sins are uttered in thunder 
and storm. But the manifestation is ever healthy, 
and the precursor of restored harmony. Welcome, 
then, to such books as Oliver Twist and the Myste¬ 
ries of Paris ; welcome to all the painful unfoldings 
of Anti-Slavery and Temperance ; to all that, in a 
spirit friendly to man, lays open the crimes and the 
vices of society. I hail this universal tendency to 
manifestation as a joyful omen. 

Dost thou ask, oh, unbelieving reader, for proof 
that the world has made progress ? Consider well 
the great iact of British emancipation in the West 
Indies. Show me another instance in the world’s 
history, where the heart of a whole nation was kin¬ 
dled, as it were, by a divine flame, to right the 
wrongs of a distant and helpless people. A people 
too poor to repay their benefactors; nay, for whose 
sake the benefactors taxed themselves heavily. A 
people too low and vulgar, in their utter degrada¬ 
tion, to cast the faintest gleam of romance over the 
sympathy which came to their rescue. Could this 
deed have been done under the influence of any other 
religion than the Christian 1 Was anything done 
in the preceding ages, to be compared to it for moral 
grandeur ? Great and glorious actions were doubt¬ 
less performed by those old Greeks and Romans, and 
knights of the middle ages; but show me one so 
transcendency unselfish—one in which a nation 
acted from so pure a sentiment of justice, untarnish¬ 
ed by the acquisition of wealth, or fame, or power. 
“ We seek history in vain for the results of honesty, 
justice, and kindness, as exemplified in the dealings 
of nation toward nation; or in the conduct of the 
mighty and powerful toward the defenceless and the 
weak. It was reserved for England to furnish this 
missing chapter iD the history of the world—this 
unlirrined picture in the Gallery of Time.”* 

It has been asserted that the British government 
did this as a skillful move in the game of nations. I 
wish I could believe such speech had no worse ori¬ 
gin than ignorance of lacts. The British govern¬ 
ment finds an increase of power in the grand moral 
position it has taken on the subject of slavery; but 
they had no faith that such would be the result. 
“ Honesty is the best policy, but policy without hon¬ 
esty never finds that out.” Therefore, the applica¬ 
tion of great moral, truths to the condition of man 
is never discovered by governments. Such percep¬ 
tions come in the stillness to individual souls, and 
thence glide through the social fabric. At last a 
nation hails them as holy, and the moral power of a 
people compels government to adopt them, though 
with a growling disbelief in their efficacy. The 
good done by diplomatists and politicians is effected 
by the constraining force of public Opinion ; the bad 
they do is their own. This is the history of all 
amelioration in law; and it is eminently true with 
regard to British emancipation. The ruling powers 
resisted it as long as they could ; but the fire kin¬ 
dled in the heart and conscience of the nation grew 
hotter and hotter. Government had sufficient saga¬ 
city to foresee that the boilers would burst, unless a 

t, safety-valve were supplied. When petitions grew

u, there is no more time for delay,” Thus it was that 
of government yielded up its cold and selfish policy a 

sacrifice on the altar of a nation’s heart. 

Do you remind me of slavery in other parts of the 
British empire? Of slavery in her own factories 
and mines ? I tell you the divine fire, which burnt 
off the fetters of the negro slave, cast its light clear¬ 
ly and strongly on other wrongs. The deepest cor¬ 
ner of those dark and dismal mines stands fully re¬ 
vealed to the public gaze in the gleam of that holy 
flame; and it has already consumed the cord which 
bound the East Indian in British slavery. 

If you are ignorant of these facts, blame the jea¬ 
lousy and conscious guilt of the American press. 
Our editors have carefully concealed the progress of 
emancipation, and its biessed results, while they 
have diligently sought for stories of insurrection, to 
sustain the detestable theory that God made one half 
of his children to be slaves to the other half. The 
much-desired insurrections never occurred. The ne¬ 
groes were loo grateful and too docile to realize our 
republican hopes ; and in lieu of fire and blood, our 
editors are constrained to make the roost they can of 
the diminished production of sugar. > As if the eter¬ 
nal truths contained in our own Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence could be changed, or modified, by the 
sweetening of our tea ! 

Few facts are more disgraceful to the American 
press, than the manner in which West India eman¬ 
cipation has been treated. Deep indeed must this 
country have been sunk in prejudice and sin, to have 
received these glad tidings of regenerated humani¬ 
ty, with such obvious coldness and aversion. Had 
we been sincere in our professed love of freedom, in¬ 
stead of jealous inuendos and evil auguries, we 
should have sung to England a chorus of joy and 
praise, such as angels utter over a sinner that re¬ 
pen teih. 

But let us turn again to proofs of the world’s pro¬ 
gress. Look at the glorious position of Ireland ! 
Where can you find moral grandeur to be compared 
with it, in the history of nations ? A people tram¬ 
pled on for generations, and therefore ignorant and 
violent—n people proverbially impulsive, bold, and 
reckless, stand before the opposing array of British 
power, and say, as William Penn did, when threat¬ 
ened with imprisonment in the Tower, “ Well, 
friend, thy strength shall never equal my patience.”
